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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to an article of seat suspensions, classified in class 297, 
subclass 452.56. 

II. Claims 15-20, drawn to a process for producing a seat suspension, classified in 
class 29. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different products such as mattress 
and seats. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 
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During a telephone conversation with Dennis Donahue on August 8, 2002 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of seat suspension, claims 1-14. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
15-20 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.

Claims 1-8 and 10-14 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Deignan (5,768,758). Deignan shows the use of a frame (abstract), a non-woven 
grid (figure 12) formed with a pair of attachment strips (89) and a plurality of J-strip fasteners 
(1 12 &1 14) attaching to the non- woven grid to the frame through attachment strips. In regards 
to claim 3-6, the non- woven grid comprises primary members (figure 8 & 12) that are connected 
to points of intersection (50), which are lined between the attachment strips thereby forming a 
plurality of ribs (52). The attachment strips comprised of a pre-stretched grid section (100), as 
shown in figure 13. In regards to claim7, each of the attachment strips has a wire (82) embedded 
therein. In regards to claim 8 & 1 1, a plurality of fasteners is an actuated fastener (1 12&1 14) 
attached to the attachment strips by its biasing means, as shown in figure 1 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
